All  proceedings  had  in  the  making 
of  said  improvement,  assessment  of  property,  collection  of  assessments  and  issuance  of  bonds  therefor, 
shall  be  as  provided  for  in  said  above  entitled  act  and  all  amendments  thereto  and  supplemental  thereof. 

The  vacation  of  the  above  described  Street  ^td-alleyg  shall  be  subject  to  an  easement  for  the  use  of  the 
City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  and  other  public  utilities  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  sewers, 
water  mains,  gas  mains,  electric  pole  lines  and  conduits,  telephone  and  telegraph  pole  lines  and  conduits. 

All  Streets,  lots  and  lands  affected  by  the  above  described  is  situated  in  the  Southwest 

quarter  of  Section  30 » Township  31  North,  Range  13  East.

Dear  Mr.  Swanson: 

I am  enclosing  a petition  to  have  the  street  vacated  on 
Hazelwood  Avenue  from  Carew  Street  east  to  the  city  limits. 

The  right-of-way  now  is  115  feet  wide,  which  provides  a 
45  foot  parkway  in  the  center  with  35  foot  available  for 
driving  area  on  each  side  of  the  center  park. 

We  wish  to  have  dedicated  a 60  foot  right-of-way  along 
the  center  of  the  now  existing  street. 

The  petition  has  been  signed  by  all  the  owners  of  the 
lots  facing  on  the  portion  of  the  street,  except  Lot  31  which 
is  owned  by  Violet  Clarke,  537  Elmer  Street,  Phone  Number 
Anthony  98081,  who  declined  to  sign  the  petition  with  the 
other  owners.
